“piaced by a peculiar combination of cir- 
cumstances in a false light. 

He shared, he said, in the desire for the 
regeneration of the city, but that task 
should not be commenced by condemning 
@ reputable man on the testimony of a con- 
feeed briber. 

“When the picture of the renascent St 
Louis is painted,”’ said Mr. Lehmann, “it 
will bear the face of Charles Turner and 
Philip Stock, perched together like Raph- 
ael’s cherubs, the twin conservators of pub- 
lic safety and regenerators of public 
morais.'’ As the laughter following this hit 
subsided, he made Charles Kratz the ob- 
ject of bitter sarcasm. 

He then reviewed the circumstances of 
Meyséenbure’s claim, which he declared to 
be an absolutely honest and valid one, and 
h‘s record in connection with the Suburban 
bill. 

Circuit Attorney Folk gave little heed 
to technical detall. 

“Philip Stock dit not pay $9000 to buy a 
few bits of paper,” he declared at the out- 
Set. ‘‘He paid it to buy Meysenburg.”’ 

“This defendant knew that he was not 
Selling a worthless interest in a wrecked 
company. He knew that he was selling 
Meysenburg.”’ 

Pitilessly the phrase was reiterated. Then 
the crime of bribery was attacked. 

“The briber is worse than the robber, 
for he violates a public trust. He is worse 
than the murderer, for the murderer only 
breaks the law, while the briber makes 
the law itself corrupt and unjust.

“BUSINESS TRANSACTIONS.” 

“Yet this action of this corrupt man, who 
has perjured himself in denying testimony 
as to its details, is called a business trans- 
action. 

“Let me show you how such a business 
transaction was treated 1900 years ago by 
the Nazarene,” and the cirouit attorney 
read from the gospel of Matthew the de- 
scription of the scourging of the money 
changers from the temple.

G. G. Southerland of Green River Com- 
pany Explains Brick Paving 
Situation in St. Louis. 


“The street commissioner has been told 
by Delegate Sweeney, who seems to be the 
leader of the House faction that was in con- 
trol Tuesday evening,’ said Assistant Street 
Commissioner W. O. Hemmingway, ‘‘that 
the street improvement bills laid over from 
Tuesday night will be taken up for recon- 
sideration Friday night and passed. I have 
no doubt this will be done. Sweeney is a 
good friend of Commissioner Varrei:mann, 
and I think he may be relied on. There 
was some talk that a fight between the 
brick paving men anld the asphalt people 
was indicated by Tuesday night's action, 
but there does not seem to be anything in 
that for the reason that the brick men have 
hands full with present contracta. 
This seems to be a little political factivo 
fight in which it was decided to make 
demcnstration of strength against Sp-aker 
Kelley. And now that it has been made 
uncerstand the House will pass the bil! 
even if it has to hold extra sessions.’ 

The House meets at 7 p.m. Tuesday. The 
Council meets at 5 p. m. Were the House to 
reconsider the action deferring bills two 
weeks and pass them April 1. the bills could 
go to the Council Friday. The present s8cs- 
sion of the Municipal Assembly ends April 
14. So In case the House were to act Tucs- 

the bills deferred might be signed by 
the president of the Council Friday evening 
and go back to the House and be signed Dy 
the speaket and get the signature of the 
mayer the next day.

“T have no doubt the bills wil! 
considered and passed."’ said G. G. South- 
erland, president of the Green River As- 
phalt Co. “I Know nothing about any at- 
tempt to hold up the asphabh: companies 
I know that my company would not g.ve a 
dollar to get a contract. never has and 
never will. I am not looking for a chance 
at the penitentiary and I don't suppose any 
other en man is. There are on.y 
three asphalt companies large enough to do 
the work St. Louls wants done. Our com- 
pany can do about 300.000 square yards a 
year and no more with our contracts al- 
ready under way. Conwaty & Co. of Chi- 
cago, representative of Warner, Quinl’ff & 
Co., who had the trouble in Venezuela and 
she Trinidad Co., control the asphalt bus!i- 
ness. 

“It don’t charge the brick men with hav- 
ing bad any hand in causing the postpone- 
ment of action on the asphalt bills. But 
there is an investment of £100,000 necessary 
to put down asphalt when the asphalt Is 
at nand. And there is the 10-year bond for 
maintenance. Only established companies 
can give it. So you see the asphalt business 
is narrowed down. On the other hand, any- 
one may be a contractor for brick streets, 
the brick makers supplying the shorter time 
maintenance bond.

Flower Possibilities. 

Refer back, please, to the list of flowers 
which the Engelmann Botanical Club gave 
out as the most likely to succeed in Mis 
sourl. The list was published in the Post- 
Dispatch of March 19, and, of course, the 
children who ‘ntend to try to win the Post- 
Dispatch prize of $20 in gold for the’ pret- 
tlest garden will use the flowers in that list. 
It would be as well, too, for all other peo- 
ple who wish to beautify their home sur- 
roundings to use this lst, whatever they do 
by way of experiment with other flowers 
and plants. 

Take the vines or climbers first, because 
you should work from the fence, shed or 
wall of the house outward, so as to avoid 
stepping on your flower beds or borders in 
order to plant vinés after the rest is seeded 
and planted. 

You will need wire, twine or strong thread 
for your vines to climb up. In order to 
avoid defacing a wall or porch with many 
nails or tacks, it is well to fasten one wire 
along as far up as your vines are likely 
to climb, and from this hang a number of 
lengths of strong twine, for the vines to 
climb up. It will look something like one 
of those Japanese portieres made of cord. 
But to prevent the lower ends from getting 
tangled, they should be fastened to a hori- 
zontal wire stretched about six inches from 
the ground. 

Now, having made your ground rich with 
well-rotted manure, or good dark soil, 
which you may sometimes find where the 
weeds have rotted on vacant lots, you are 
ready to sow the seeds of your climbers. 
These are morning glory, hyacinth bean, 
cypress vine and tall nasturtium. 

The Climbing Vines. 

In planting your morning glory and other 
seeds, the rule is to cover them with earth 
to about their own depth. If too deep, they 
will be slow coming up. If on the surface, 
they may dry up or be eaten by birds. Do 
not place them too near the wall, ag they 
will not get enough moisture; nor under the 
droppings, where they would be washed

The hyacinth bean, or dolichos, is a climb- 
ing plant of rarid growth, bearing large 
clusters of showy flowers, which are either 
crimson or white. The cypress vine has 
very delicate leaflets, as fine as those of 
asparagus, and beautiful Httle scarlet or 
white flowers. It will require more care 
than the tw others, which are stronger, 
but it will repay you for growing it, by its 
Gainty appearance. It wili be better to 
plant each kind of vine by itself, giving 
them enough room. 


The tall, or climbing nasturtium, ts a 
handsome plant when well grown and nice- 
ly trained up. It will grow from six to ten 
feet high and, with its wealth of golden, 
chocolate or blotched blossoms makes a 
fine show on ar arbor or trellis. 


For a big shed or fence, which you want 
to cover with greenery, you may use some 
of the gourds, which are quite interesting, 
especially the nest egg and the bottle gourd. 

In case you have the means and wish to 
plant vines that will live through the winter 
and be a permanent source of beauty, get 
one or two of the honeysuckles that Mr. 
Babcox is so kindly offereing at 10 cents 
each. Other hardy climbers are Boston 
ivy, wistaria, trumpet vine, clematis, ram- 
Rler and memoria! roses, Japan hops, cin- 
namon vine and bush sweet peas. 

A moon vine and a Mexican morning 
glory will help out, as they are wonder- 
ful growers, aa many St. Louis boys and 
girls know. 


So we have a wealth of beautiful vines to 
choose from. But do not be discouraged if 
you can only vse two or three of them. 
Remember that it is the loving care and in- 
telligence which you exercise that may win 
the prize, rathes than the spending of 
money on a lot of seeds and plants. 

Do not hurry too much. It is too soon to 
do much in the way of sowing seed or 
putting plants out. In a few more days, 
we shall be in less danger from frosts. 
But many things can be started tn boxes 
and pots, under shelter, ready for the April 
planting out.
